r e cording ar e a hav i ng id e nt i f i cat i on i nformation i ndicat i ng that th e hybr i d d i sc i s a hybr i d disc 
type; and 

a second optical recording surface formed at a second level in said substrate, said 
second optical recording surface including a second format type of reproduction data different 
from said first type of reproduction data, wherein: 

said first and second optical recording surfaces and sa i d s e cond r e cord i ng surfac e are 
accessible for recording or reproduction from a same surface of the hybrid disc, and 

said first optical recording area further comprises a predetermined recording area having 
identification information indicating that the hybrid disc is a hybrid disc comprising the first and 
second optical recording surfaces .

23. (currently amended) The disc as claimed in claim 19, wherein one of said first 
and second optical recording surfaces is a CD (compact disc) recording surface. 
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24. (currently amended) The disc as claimed in claim 19, wherein one of said first 
and second optical recording surfaces is a DVD (digital versatile disc) recording surface.
